A VERY VALUABLE AND IMPORTANT ENGLISH MEDIAVAI, 
MANUSCRIPT. THE MINIATURES ESPECIALLY ARE OF A 
VERY INTERESTING NATURE, and represent Scenes connected 
with the Birth, Life and Death and Miracles of St. Cuthbert. 
Many of them are done in grisaille, and the costumes edged 
with other colours than those of the whole, the hair of the 
figures being generally red, blue and brown, the intermixture 
of the various colours giving a peculiar tone to the full figures. 
All the miniatures, except the first (a full-length figure of 
the Bishop in ecclesiastical costume), have text on the re- 
verse. Some of the colours are somewhat loosened by age, 
but generally they are in excellent preservation, and very 
brilliant. The text consists of Bede’s Life of the Saint, with 
two supplementary chapters from the Leclesiastical History ; - 
then of the “ Historia Translationum S. Cuthberti auctore 
anonymo,” printed in Sym. Dunelm. vol. I (Surtees Soe. 
vol. 50); then of extracts from Symeon of Durham’s Church 
History, printed in Bedford’s edition, 1732; and, lastly, the 
 Relatio de S. Cuthberti,” printed in App. to Sym. Dunelm. 
vol. I (Surtees Soc. vol. 51). After the Prologue there 
occurs a table of contents. The MS. has been thoroughly 
inspected by the Rev. F. Fowler, of Bishop Hatfield Hall, 
Durham, and he finds that 5 ll. with perhaps 2 miniatures. 
are missing. It has also been seen by Sir F. Madden, who 
dates it not later than A.D. 1210. Canon -Greenwell, of 
Durham, who has also seen it, says not later than A.D. 1180, 
which appears to be more likely than the former, from the 
peculiar style of the miniatures and the big initials, as well 
as from the excellence of the writing.
